The earlieſt appearance of the Cuckow in this country is ſuppoſed 
to be in February *, it is rarely in March, but more commonly in 
April: it has been emphatically called the harbinger of Summer, or 
che meſſenger of Spring; and its note, when heard early in the 
year, ſhould never fail to invite the rural œconomiſt to his uſeful 
occupation. With Stilling fleet and Pennant we acknowledge the 
fallibility of human Calendars, for the purpoſes of huſbandry; and with 
them muſt conclude, that & ſome attention ſhould be given to thoſe 
feathered guides, who come heaven-taught, and point out the true 
commencement of the ſeaſon; their food being the Inſects of thoſe

The Cuckow is ſo well known in this, and every other country of 
Europe, that we are not ſurpriſed to find its Natural Hiſtory has engaged
